In sy opinion it can nsvsr bs auccsssful, nor will it 
solvs our unssployssnt problsn, if unions achisvs a 
36-hour wssk with individual sspioysrs, bscauas ths ovsr- 
whslsing ssjority of worksra in Assrica ars unorganissd. 

Sscond, on ths qusstion of rstlrsssn' at ags 60} 
it nay lntorsst you to know that in ths Central Statss 
whsrs I ss Chslman of ths Csntral Statsa Drlvsra Council, 
ss snjoy a trsds union agrssssnt shlch covsra approx1- 
satsly 26,000 worksrs. Thoss worksra ars sliglbls to 
rstirs at ags 67 at $200.00 a sonth.
